Between. L anc 5 pom. on 5 July 1951, two proups, totaling 29 twin-encine aircralt 
with double rudder assemblies were parked in front of the hangars at Cottbus 
airfield, The engines and cockpits of the planes were covered with tarpaulins. (1) 
Ne flichts were nade, There vere intermittent showers and a 500-meter cloud base. 
Only a few soldicrs were seen at the field, No work was being done on the newly 
eraded arca west of the runway. “ork still continued on the ditch south of the
